WARNED NOT TO 
AROUSE CANADA 
TO RETALIATE 


NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—The New 
York World this morning deals edi- 
torially with the resentment shown 
by Canadian newspapes over the 
proposed emergency tariff now be- 
ing considered by the senate finanle 
committee at Washington. It men- 
tions specifically editorials in the 
Toronto World, Toronto Globe, Mont- 
real Star, Toronto Telegram, Mani- 
toba Free Press, Victoria Colonist and 
the Regina Post advocating retalia- 
tory emergency tariffs. 

“They reflect a disposition up that 
way to strike back,” the World says. 
“Next to the United Kingdom,” the 
World continues, “Canada of all other 
countries in the world, is our best 
customer. We exported to the dJom- 
inion last fiscal year more than $890,- 
000,000 worth of merchandise. We 
imported in return only about $537,- 
000,000 worth. Our exports consist- 
ed chiefly of manufactures. Our im- 
ports from that quarter consist chiefly 
of the raw materials of manufacture. 
No economic proposition is simpler o1 
more indisputable than that, if we 
further cripple Canada’s ability ta 
pay, we shall by the same measure 
| reduce our present enormous export 
trade to Canada. And this is what 
the Fordney and McCumber tariff 
bills, preparing or prepared, aim to 
do, and will do. 

“The folly of 


this legislation is 
even greater than thus appes Can- 
ada above all other customers of 
ours, is in a position to hit back. 
She can get more of the manufactures 
now bought in the United States from 
| Great Britain just as well and a 
strong preferential tariff in favor of 
the mother country cannot fail to 
hit the manufacturinv industry of 
the United States a stagyering blow 
And this is precisely what Canada is 
preparing to do if congress shall pro- 
voke the retaliation.”

PLAN WILL BS 
LAUNCHED IN WEST 
| 


WINNIPEG, Jan, 12 ‘The Free 
| Press bniletin today publishes the fol. 
| lowing: 

“Plans for the establishment of the 
| co-operative wheat and farm products 
selling board for the three prairie 
povinces will be discussed by the Man. 
| itoba government shortly, aecording 
|to an announcement made by a mem 
| ber of the provincial cabinet today. 

“The board would be composed of 
| representatives from Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan and Alberta dnd will be 
mainly for the disposal of grain, 

“A member of the cabinet intends 
to bring about government action and | 
revive the co-operative marketing 
| program instituted by the federal gov- 
ernment in 1918, but it is felt the 
provincial government can do nothing 
alone. 

“Whether or not the government 
would guarantee bonds of the board or 
whether shares would be sold to farm- 
ers wishing to participate would re- 
} main to be dealt with when the sub- 
j ject reaches an organization stage. 


|The farmers would come in on the sell- 
ing of their products entirely volun- 
tarily. It is estimated that between 
$30,000,000 and $40,000,000 would be 

required to bring about the operation 
of the scheme.”’—Lethbridge Herald.

In some parts there were com 
munities that had church buildings 
and strong organizations that were 
appealing to the churches to send 
ministers and not allow their families 
to grow up without making provisior 
for their religious life.

Although some very successful mov- 
es have been made in cutting down 
erating expenses in the power pla nt 
the ‘re still exists a possible further 
reduction, I therefore submit the fol 
lowing for your earnest consideration. 
Before goihg into the scheme in de- 
iil 1 will first explain the present 
method of operating the plant. 

The gas engine which we installed 
last year is handling our electric light 
cad at all times at very con- 
siderably less than steam, apart from 
this, it is necessary to keep two boil- 
ers in service to take care of the ex 

«& pump required when fire calls arc 
turned in, and to do our pumping dur- 
ing the evening when the lighting 
load is at its highest. The amount re 
quired at present to maintain this ser- 
vice is $540.90 per month and will in 
crease duri.g the filtering 
when our water is handled twice. 
After giving this matter very : ws 
consideration I would ask your consaht 
.o purchase a new pumping unit made 
up as follows. One eight cylinder 
180 H.P. high speed marine type gas 
engine coupled through a friction 
clutch to a 1000 gallon pump also 
through another clutch to a 75 H.P. 
synchronous motor. The operation of 
this unit will be as follows:—during 
ihe day the motor will run the pump 
with the engine ‘dlc, during the even 
ing the engine will run the pump. 
Through the peak load during the filt- 
ering season the motor will asa 
generator, and supply the necessary 
surrent to operate the pumps in the 
filtration plant. The possibility of an 
interuption in the natural gas supply

will be fitted up to operate either or 
natural gas or gasoline, so that in any 
emergency the water supply of the 
town will be assured. I have taker

I am 
fully aware that municipalities do no 
isually do their buying in this mar 
ner but as far as I can see it is the 
only way open to us. The gas engine 
ve installed last year is rapidly pay- 
ing for itself in fuel saving and I be- 
lieve that this proposal will prove 
equally successful. If we _ proceed 
along these lines it will not be long 
before we shall have $25,000 worth of 
machinery in the plant fully paid for
